(1) In rule 15, after sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely; — 


“(1A) Where a discharge is authorised under the provisions of clauses (if) 
and (iil) of sub-rule b) of rule 14, the competent authority before 
authorising the discharge shall, if the circumstances of the case 
permit, give the enrolled person an opportunity to show cause 
against the discharge, unless such discharge is at the request of the 
enrolled person.” 

(2) In Schedule II and Schedule II-A, for the heading "Modification of th 
Indian Army Act Rules” and the entries thereunder, the following heading ana 
entries shall respectively be substituted, namely; —

1. Chapter II shall be omitted.

4. In Rule 187, sub-rules (1) and (2) shall be omitted and in sub-rule (31 

the following item shall be added, namely: — 

"(g) Each unit constituted under sub-section (2) of section 3 
of the Territorial Army Act, 1948”. 

5. Rules 189, 190 and 191 shall be omitted.”
